A RUINED HOME. 


HOW AN ERRING WIFE WAS SURPRISED BY 
HER HUSBAND. 


The Sensational Cireumstances Attending 
the Arrest of Lee Overstreet—Mrs. Pohl, a 
Very Pretty Woman, Tells the Story of Her 
Downfull—A Queer Story Which Is Causing 
Much Talk in North st. Louis. 


The docket of the Second District Police 
Court this morning held the record of a charge 
of carrying: concealeg weapons entered 
opposite the name of Lee Overstreet. Before 
the case was reached the prosecution an- 
nounced that at defendant’s request it 
was continued until the 29th inst. 
The deputy cailed the postponement, and 
the discharge of witnesses until that date. 
The only witness was Police Officer John W. 
Pohl, but for him the case had a stronger per- 
sonal interest than is usually felt by the officers 
who appear as prosecuting witnesses in 
the court. Tne officer’s story is substantially 
as follows: Yesterday morning he left his beat 
and went to his home as was his custom for 
breakfast. He was a little earlier than usual 
in the call and to his surprise 


found the door barred to his ingress. There 
was no response to his call, but the sound of 
a man 8 voice in low muffled tones was heard 
from the inside. The officer culled to 
bis wife to open the door and 
she replied refusing. The husband waited on 
the outside and in a few moments a young 
man came from the door. He immediately 
placed him under arrest and took hit to 
the station, where a search of the 
prisoner resulted in finding, among 
other things, a loaded revolver, 
and alady’s bracelet. On the young man’s 
watch chain was u pendant locket. The hus- 
band identified the jewelry as belonging to his 
wife. A charge of carrying concealed 


Further than this the husband refused to 
talk until after he had seen his attorneys, 
whom it was his intention, he said, to in- 
struct to commence proceedings for di- 
vorce and an application for the custody 
of his children, a boy. of 7 and a 
littic girlof4 years. The husband, John W. 
Pohl, was once in well-to-do circumstances 
and engaged in the manufacture of brick in 
Sedalia, Mo., where his wife's parents still 
reside, Meeting with reverses there he came 
to St. Louis and joined the Police force. 
THE WIFE 

Jennie H. Pohl was seen at her home, 1415 
Penrose street, by a Post-DIsPpaTCH reporter 
this morning. Sbe is a petite brunette, 25 
years of age, with a handsome tace 
and an attractive figure. Her 
brown eyes were red with weeping and 
ber whole anpearance was one indicating de- 
spairanderief. By her side and endeavoring 
to soothe her mother with her baby caresses 
was the little girlof 4 years. The house was 
clean and tidy in its arrangement, but the 
drawn blinds and somber light showed 
plainly that all happiness had fled 
the little abode. Mrs. Pobl showed no 
surprise at the reporter's eall. I have no 
denial to make tothe grave charge in this un- 
happy affair, she saia, but in my own 
heart there is knowledge of many things 
that £0 as far toward justifying 
my conduct as anything can excuse 
the action of a woman erring so. If my hus- 
band had loved me; if his treatment had been 
affectionate, or even considerate, I do 
not think I woul haye found a com- 
fort in the attentions of any other, but 
there was no mi a, —. existing between us. 
He was always jealous, always accusing me of 
infidelity, and you must know that the con- 
stant and undeserved accusation of wrong in 
time destroys a woman’s self-respect. He has 
abused me, too. Once he threw me down, 
and placing his knee on me drew his revolver 
to entorce obedience to his command. His 
jealousy at. one time went to such a length 
that he left me and my children 
and I had to support them by pote board 
ers. He relented after a time, and I was fool- 
ish enough to listen to him and live with him 
again. e is cold and indifferent by nature. 
The children do not love him. There is noth- 
ing in his nature to invite their affection. 

Ot this voung man Lee Overstreet I have 
only this to say. The jeweiry found on him 
was mine. The bracelet had a broken clasp 
and he had taken it to have it repaired. 
The locket on his watch-chain was mine 
but I have his. The jexchange was a 
bitof sentiment thatcan be overlooked as 
easily as what followed. I have known 
him by sight for nearly a year, but never 
‘spoke to bim until about a month ago. Ido 
not blame him, but as God is my witness, my 
conduct was not without temptation.’’ 

Mrs. Pohisaid that since the discovery by 
the husband she had been alone with her little 

irl. The boy had been taken to Sedalia on 

onday last by his grandmother. The un- 
happy woman and ber bright baby girl were 
without food. No provisions were in the house, 
the husband had not left any money and the 
neighbors had withdrawn all communication ; 
she is undecided as to her course. Her 
parents are poor and she has no means of sup- 
port. Of one thing, however, she says she is 
determined, and that is to retain possession of 
her children. 

LEE OVERSTEEET, 

the young man who os in the case, is well 
known in North St. uls. His father is a 
wealthy stock dealer, and the family move in 
very good society. He had nothing to say 
about the affair and refused to discuss it, even 
with his friends.

Others also heard it 
and there was commotion immediately. The 
shot was fired from a cabbage garden near the 
track. The officer ordered two of his men to 
jump off the train which at that time was going 
ata ay! lively rate, to ascertain the cause 
ofthe ring and arrest any parties found. 
The officers saw some people 
scamper from the cabbage garden but 
could not catch up to nor distinguish them. 
Evidently the bullet was aimed at the car in 
which the non-union men were, but it was 
badly directed and passed over it. No further 
incident occurred during the passage of the 
train tothe city. All was serene in the pack- 
ing district during the day. There were no 
disturbances at any time, and as for the old 
em ree, they appeared to be perfectly satis- 
fied with the condition of affairs.

Arriving 
at the end of the year’s business the manager,

Austria and Germany Agree to Declare the 
Newly-Elected Sobranje of Bulgaria Ile 
gal—The Evacuation of Egypt by the En- 
glish—A British Dispatch Boat Wrecked— 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lompon, October 22.—The special corre- 
spondent I have previously quoted telegraphs 
from Dublin this morning that all idea of co- 
ercion appears to have been abandoned by the 
Government, except the necessary coercion 
of unreasonable landlords who refuse to 
meet the tenants half way by 
concessions necessary to tide over the hard 
times. Ireland was never more tranquil since 
1879. From October 1 to 19 there have only 
been thirty-nine agrarian outrages reported, 
including threatening letters, the lowest aver · 
age on record for seventy years. The readi- 
ness of the majority of the landlords and ten- 
ants to giye and take is unprecedented for 
years. The country generally is more tranquil 
and the reduced rents better paid than last 
year. 
THIS STATE OF THINGS 
is due cniefly to the co-operation of the Na- 
tional League and the authorities of Dublin 
Castie. But the condition of peace during the 
winter is that the Government shall coerce 
Clanricarde into at least sending some person 
to Woodford with a landlord’s power 
to deal with the rent of the 
tenants. He lives in the Afbany, in 
Piccadilly, and his face is absolutely unknown 
to histenants. He has never discharged a 
solitary duty supposed to be attached to the 
possession of property. His agent on the 
spot desired to make reductions, but is for- 
bidden. Clanricarde, the correspondent adds, 
may be the means of plunging Ireland into a 
bioody social war. 


Bulgaria. 


AGREEMENT OF THREE POWERS. 

LONDON, October 22.—It is now asserted that 
Russia has agreed not to occupy Bulgaria, and 
that Austria and Germany have agreed to de- 
clare the newly elected Sobranje illegal, to 
compel the regency to resign, and to force 
Bulgaria to submit to Russia. 

GADBAN EFFENDI’S MISSION. 

Soria, October 22.—Gadban Effendi’s note to 
the Bulgarian Ministry, notifying it of the un- 
derstanding between Turkey and Russia, 
was written to M. Stambuloff in the 
form of personal advice, and 
was not an official declaration. 
Gadban Effendi’s mission as special envoy for 
the Porte is declared to be to endeavor to 
reconcile Russia and Bulgaria. The Bulgarian 
Minister of War has gone to Tirnova, the former 
capital of Bulgaria, to make arrangements 
for affording complete military protection to 
the Sobranje during its forthcoming session. 
The court-martial has fixed the beginning of 
November for the trial of the officers under 
arrest for complicity in the deposition of 
Prince Alexander.

SHAKEN AGAIN. 


Charleston and Vicigity Again Disturbed by 
Earthquake Shocks. 


CHARLESTON, S. O., October 22.—There was 
asharp earthquake shock here at 5:28 o’clock 
thismorning. The duration was about twelve 
seconds. Houses were shaken and windows 
rattied, but no damage was done. The shake 
was sharp also at Summerville and was fol- 


lowed by several baby quakes, as they are 
called there. Telegraphic advices state that 
the shock was felt at Savannnh, Augusta, Ool- 
umbia, Orangeburg and other points in this 
state. While the recurrence of the quakes is 
trying to women and children, it causes no 
interruption either in business or the work of 
repairing damages, which is progressing vig- 
orously. 
MORE SHOCKS. 

There were two sharp shocks here at 2:45 
this afternoon, with equal severity at Sum- 
merville, Columbia and Augusta. 

COLUMBIA, S. C., October 22.—There was a 
heavy earthquake shock here at5:25a. m., 
lasting thirty seconds. It was preceded by 
loud and continuous rumbling which lasted 
until the quake passed off. Nearly everyone 
was awakened by the shocks, which swayed 
buildings and rattled things lively. It was the 
heaviest shock felt since the second one of 
August 31. 


Two Shocks. 


RALEIGH, N. C., October 22.—Two distinct 


earthquakes were felt here to-day at about 5 
a. m. and 3 p. m. 


Caused by the Earthquake. 


LYNCHBURG, Va., October 22.— Three large 
cracks in the earth have just been discovered 
on top of ‘‘Flat-top’’ Mountain, adjacent to

DIES HARD. 


JUSTICE PATRICK O’CONNELL’S FIGHT FOR 
REPUBLICAN INDORSEMENT. 


The Republican Central Committee Will 
Consider His Case This Afternoon—John 
McFall Favors O’Connell—The Price of 
Re publican Indorsement—Judge Vastine’s 
Probable Actions—Democratic Meetings— 
Political Gossip. 


Justice Pat O’Connell’s friends will make 
another effort at the meeting of the Republi- 
can Central Committee this afternoon to obtain 
the indorsement of the Republican party in his 
race for Justice of the Peace in the Seventh 
District. 

A great deal more party feeling has been 
stirred up over O’Connell’s independent can- 
didacy than the seeming importance of the 
office in question warrants. The Tenth Ward 
Democrats recognize in O’Oonnell’s race an 
attempt to rebuke their primary election 


methods and the Democratic City Central 
Committee consider the O'Connell boit as a 
direct reflection upon the nonesty of that 
body. While posing as an injured and indig- 
nant Democrat, O’Connell at thesame time 
knocks atthe door of the Republican party for 
admittance and hopes with the assistance of 
Republican votes to defeat the candidate 
whom the Central Committee of his own party 
has declared the regular Democratic nominee. 

Just why the Republicans should for a 
moment entertain the idea of in- 
dorsing a candidate who, like 
O'Connell, claims to be a Democrat, is made 
clear by the statements of a Republican Cen- 
tral Committeeman, who informed a PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning that the inde- 
pendent candidates indorsed by the 
Republican committee were expected 
to work and vote for the regular Republican 
candidates in exchange for the honor. O Con- 
nell has been charged with offering to sell out 
to the Republicans on just such terms as 
these, but denied having done 80. 
Whatever his osition may be, 
it is common tal around Republican 
headquarters that the Republican Central 
Committee will indorse no independent can- 
didate in the Seventh District without a 
reasonable assurance that the indorsement 
will benefit the regular Republican ticket in 
the matter of votes. 

This morning a PosT- DISPATCH reporter was 
informed that John McFall, Republican Cen- 
tral Committeeman from the Eighteenth Ward, 
had stated that he was favorably inclined 
towards O'Connell and considered it 
good policy for the Republicans 
to indorse him. McFall said that he had gone 
all over the district and found out that there 
was a great deal of Democratic disaffection. 
By indorsing O'Connell he thought that the 
Republicans could gain anumber of Democrat- 
ic votes. 

Just what course the Republican Committee 
will take is doubtful. Under a resolution giv- 
ing authority to the committeemen of the dif- 
ferent Justice’s Districts to nominate 
candidates for Justices and Constables, 
Messrs. McFall and Holzgrebe of the 
Eighteenth and Tenth Wards respectively, 
practically have the matter in their own 
hands. Before the Central Committee could 
take any action reversing the decision of the 
two committeemen, they would have torecon- 
sider the resolution under which they are at 
present acting. 


What Vastine Will Do. 


In a conversation with a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning, a friend of Judge Vas- 
tine’s said: ‘‘You mark my words, Vastine is 
in the race for blood and he will make it very 


unpleasant for some of the other ‘regular’ 
Republican candidates on the ticket. 
In the first place, he will object to 
the Judges receiving any ballots on which 
Lodge’s name appearsin place of his own as 
candidate for Criminal Judge, on the ground 
that the ballots are illegal.’’ This will be done 
merely as a matter of form, for of course the 
ballots will be counted. Should the ticket be 
elected, Vastine’s friends will very likely take 
the matter into the courts.

A COUNCIL OF BARBERS. 


No Wonder the Barber Talks When He Has 
Such Close Literary Connections. 


From the London Daily News. 
A general meeting of the Hairdressers’ 
Guild was held in St. James’s Hall, Picca- 
dilly, last night, under the presidency of 
the master, Mr. J. Carter, who warmly 
recommended the association to the sup- 
port of members of the tonsorial profes- 
sion as a means of mutual intercommuni- 
cation of ideas as well as of improving 
their status in art. The principal business 
was the reading of a paper on “Our Trade; 
Its Place in Literature,” by Mr. W. Os- 
born of Clapham pavement. Setting out 
with Mark Twain’s dictum that all 
things change except barbers, the ways 
of barbers and the surroundings of bar- 
bers,“ the lecturer briefly glanced at the 
records of shaving and hairdressing in the 
distant past, from the still chamber where 
Delilah snipped off Samson’s flowing locks 
of — 15 the places in Rome de- 
scribed by Horace, where barbers shaved 
their customers and told them the latest 
scandals. The profession had been the 
theme of many writers. Milton 
spoke of it, and in the ‘‘Mad- 
man’s Manuscript“ of Pickwick 
the supposed writer exclaims, ‘‘Oh, 
the pleasure of stropping the razor day 
after day, feeling the sharp edge, and 
thinking of the gash one stroke of its 
thin, bright point would make.’’ A Lord 
Chief-Justice remarked: ‘‘There is no 
trade which furnishes such examples of 
ready wit, of entertaining information 
and of agreeable manners. One of the 
most intimate friends I have ever had in 
the world was Dick Danby, who kept a 
hairdresser's shop under the cloisters in 
thelunerTeniple. * * Poor fellow, he 
died W and his death threw a 
gloom over Westminster Hall.“ They 
had most implicit trust put in them. Take 
that for which they charged less than any- 
thing else—shaving. A gentleman came 
in sat down and exposed his bare throat to 
their mercy and care. Whut thoughts will 
travel through one’s mind at this time. 
How various ideas, good and bad, flash 
across the intellect, all to very little pur- 
ose. Rarely, indeed, were they horrified 
y the account of a maniac of Montmar- 
tre, nordid they wish to hear repeated 
the story of M. Saviard, or the revival of 
Sweeney Todd. Sir Richard Steele 
(whose imprudence outran his abilities) 
wrote in the Tatler: The particu- 
larity of this man put me into a deep 
thought whence it should proceed, that of 
allthe lower orders, barbers should go 
further in telling the ridiculous than any 
other set of men. Watermen brawl, cob- 
blers sing; but why must a barber ever be 
a polititician. a musician, an anatomist, a 
28 and a physician ?““ It was a strange 
heory that designated barbers as legiti- 
mate targets for ridicule. Master Betty 
actedin a play where there was a barber’s 
shop. Outside hung a board with this: 
M nat do you think? 
I'll shave you for nothing and give you some 
drink!’’ 
Sam Weller tells a story ofa Mr. Jenk- 
inson, whose sole delight was in his 
trade. Easy shavin’ was his natur’, and 
and cutting and curling was his pride and 
glory. Hespentall his money in bears. 
and run in debt for em besides.“ And 
then the talk of the hairdresser who be- 
came 2 with one of the wax 
figures, and swore, Never, never vill I 
enter into the bonds of vedlock until I 
meet vith a young ’ooman as realices 
my idea o’ that exe fairest dummy vith 
the light hair. Then, and not till 
then, I vill approach the altar.” 
Tom Hood also had some  hu- 
morous lines on the ‘‘Barber Bearded.” 
Consider what progress their trade had 
made in the way of societies, and how it 
had eee since the barber—and after- 
ward statesman—Joseph Hume, first 
started the notion of —s museums on 
Sundays, down past the Earl of Traquair 
—who was fond of razor setting—to Arabi 
Pasha, at one period of his life a ladies’ 
hairdresser, The lecturer then spoke of 
the journals which represented their trade 
describing the rise and fall of several an 
the steady prosperity of others. He next 
ave many quotations from Dryden. 
ope, Macaulay, Scott, Fielding, — 
lett and others. Oliver Goldsmith de- 
clared in the Citizen of the World?’ 
that to make a fine gentleman several 
trades are required, but chiefly a barber,” 
and Isaac D’Israeli, in ‘‘Anecdotes of 
Fashion,” had a favorable opinion of that 
youns gentleman who is curious in mus- 
ches. The time he employs in adjust- 
ing, dressing and curling is no lost time 
for the more he contemplates his mus- 
tache the more his mind wiil cherish 
and be animated by masculine and 
courageous notions.“ How was it 
that he never induced his son to 
wear them? Charles Dickens, more than 
any other writer, was acquainted with 
the proper names of the various things 
barbers and hairdressers sold.

Senator Butler's European Trip.

WASHINGTON, October 22.—Senator M. O. 
Butler is here, returning from a recent ex- 
tended visit in Europe. When asked about 
the probabilities of a general European war he 
said: ‘*Yes, preparations for war seemed to 


be going on everywhere. Everybody was 
speaking of war. It was in the 
air and on the tongue of all classes. I don’t 
think there will be a war over the present 
Eastern troubles in Bulgaria. But that Europe 
will soon witness a terrible conflict seems to 
me inevitable. France is the most prosperous 
country in the world, and t 18 
a mistake to suppose that she will 
be crushed by Germany. But the struggle 
will not be like that of the last war. It will 
be much more terrible; more like the Napo- 
leonie wars. Both countries have armies of 
nearly 400,000 men, with large reserve forces, 
all well-armed and equipped. France wants 
an alliance with Russia, and Germany wants 
to prevent it.’’

gress talk about the condition of pauper labor 
in Europe, and I was prepared to see degrada- 

tion. I saw nothing of the sort. This 
cry aboutthe awful condition of the work- 

ing poor of Europe isa myth, born of dem- 

agogism. In Germany and Belgium, the two 
countries generally held up as examples of 
this demagogism, I was surprised to find the 
working class much more cheerful ahd con- 
tented than ours at home. It is true they 
don’t get as much for their labor, but their 
money goes a good deal further. I 
went through the tenements and found 
them clean and comfortable. The people were 
dressed well and were as healthy a set as lever 
saw. And let me tell you. It is not the labor- 

ing classes that are calling for 
high tarifts. There are only two 
classes who want them, and 

they are the large exporters of Europe and the 

manufacturers at home. Thereis a regular 

system on the Continent, now happily being 

broken up by our consuls, by which exporters 

furnish one invoice of goods consigned to 

agents in America to the consul, at prices 

from 5 to 20 per cent below the market 

value, and send another invoice to the con- 

signee here by which he marks the goods at 

their right prices. By this means the exporter 

cheats both the Government and the con- 

sumer, and millions and millions of dollars 

have been stolen from this Government in tnis 

way. It would be impossible except for the 

high tariff. When the evidence of his fraud in 

having invoiced his goods far below market 

prices is exposed he shrugs his shoulders and 

says: ‘I knowit, but I’ll cheat the United 
States Government every time I can.. 


The President’s Bad Break.

WASHINGTON, D, C., October 22.—The action 
of the President in declining to become the 
personal guest of Gov. Lee of Virginia ata 
special reception to have been given this even- 


ing has created a great sensation in Southern 
circles, since the reason for his deelin- 
ing Gov. Lee’s hospitality has become 
known. The President sent no explanation, 
in the first place. He had accepted Gov. 
Lee’s invitation for himself and wife, the 
wives of the members of the Cabinet who are 
in the city, and also received and accepted 
invitations to be at the Governor’s 
evening reception at his house. 
The Governor had issued _ invitations to 
all the leading people of Richmond, and it 
was expected that the reception would be a 
most memorable one. The President tele- 
graphed last night a curt, direct statement 
that he would not be able to come to the even- 
ing reception, and that none of 
the ladies of his family or 
of the Cabinet would accompany his party in 
his visit to Richmond. This has been regarded 
by the Southern people as an unparalleled 
piece ofincivility. It is not customary for any 
people, however high in official 
station, to accept an invitation to 
any entertainment, and then decline to 
go without having some good reason. The 
real reason for the President’s 1 re- 
fusal to permit the ladies of his family or the 

78 with him to Richmond, and his 
rejection of Gov. Lee’s hospitality, is that he 
discovered yesterday that iss Winnie 
Davis, the daughter of Jefferson Davis, 
is at present a guest of Gov. Lee and an inmate 
of his house. She has deen a guest of Gov. 
Lee for several weeks, but the President did 
not learn of her presence there until yesterday. 
This young a was born during the war of the 
rebellion, and it is thought to be unreasonable 
to make any reflection upon her on account of 
the career of her father. She is so young 
and has had so little knowledge of the 
rebellion period, that the sternest of 
critics could find little to criticize in 
her being admitted to an acquaintance 
with the President and the ladies of his Ad- 
ministration family.

Yet his declining to go after having 
accepted the invitation, and without giving 
any reason, is 2 — as an act ot serious 
offense by many Southern people. His action, 
Southern politicians say, will make a great 
stir en the South and will be generally 
resented.

KING THEEBAW’S JEWELS. 


«‘Bedad, His Throat, His Hat, His Coat, 
All Bilazed With Precious Minerals.“ 


From the London Daily News. N 

A late and involuntary exhibitor at 
South kensington is the deposed King of 
Burma}, a portion of whose treasures, 
looted ‘rom the palace of Mandalay, has 
been arranged in nine cases, close to the 
Cevlor Court. Three large wall cases con- 
tain ojects of clothing, and the memories 
of Prince Esterhazy’s resplendent uni- 
form, with pearl embroidery in lieu of 
silve lace aud diamond tassels on the 
gleaning Hessian boots, are com letely 
eclivsed by a coat into which emeralds, dia- 
mons, and other per stones are 
worn with beaten gold, so that the weight 
wold alone forbid, were ceremonial con- 
sidrations of su perstitious state wanting, 
tht the glittering garment should be 
won oftener than once a year. Lady 
Duferin is said to have assumed it once, 
an With difficulty to have stood upright 
int, as her ladyship might have done for 
a sw seconds in a suit of armor.

One of 
tle State hats, covered with precious 
stones, all set in elaborate devices of gold, 
is surmounted by a tapering finial, the 
base of witichis formed of convergent dia- 
nonds, large, long, but of little value. 
A lavidary or dealer in gems would dis- 
ciminate widely between the different 
value of the jewels late the property,“ 
zs an auctioneer might say, “of a mon- 
arch retired from business.“ Some of 
the stones are of great value, and others, 
comparatively speaking, are rubbish. 
Palm-leaf fans, carried in procession, 
are formed of thin gold. 

Bowls, cups, vases, flasks, vessels of all 
shapesgj but those to which the Western 
World is accustomed occupy six cases. 
They are all more or less jewelled, some of 
the stones being uncut. Great signifi- 
cance, probably of a religious kind, seems 
to be attached toa circular group of nine 
stones, the largest being in the center. 
On the circular lid of a splendidky jewel- 
led betel box, specially devoted to the 
King’s own use, is a remarkably costly 
specimen of the mystic group of nine 
stones. The middle gem isa ruby of 39% 
carats, with only one fault. Its value 


consequently is very great. Round 
it are evenly set a moonstone, 
1 pearl. a diamond, a cat’s- 


eye, a coral, a crystal, an emerald and a 
sapphire. All these stones are valuable, 
the diamond being of Amsterdam cutting 
and the first water. It is turned upside 
down, after the invariable practise of the 
Burmese jewelers. Ingenuity of gold- 
smith’s work is pre-eminently shown in 
the adaptation of a lobster or similar 
crustacean to the purpose of a flagon. The 
labor of beating out this form must have 
been enormous.

A ROYAL RICHARD. 


NEW LIGHT THROWN ON THE PRINCELY 
VILLAIN BY MB. BOOTH. 


A Fine Audience and an Intelligent Perform- 
ance—The Difference Between Mr. Booth 
and Some Other Tragedians—The Romeo 
and Juliet Production—Amusement Notes. 


I felt like kissing the hem of Richard’s royal 
ermine last night. This is the first time, hav- 
ing never seen Mr. Booth before in the play, 
that I have not felt like calling in the police 
and having His Royal Highness run in on a 
‘*hoodium’’ wagon. 

The splendid audience at the Olympic, 
nearly every one of whom must have devoted 
some study to the character of the murderous 
Prince, it is safe to assert, received a picture 
of Richard which was beyond their expecta- 
tions, which in many respects was entirely new 
to them. 

I have seen tragedians wrestling with the 
villainy and hypocrisy of the first part of the 
play and howling their rascality and vile in- 
tentions tothe world until the perspiration 
poured from their faces. I have seen them 
failing to make a sure case out of bis intrigues 
and masterful scoundrelism in getting to the 
throne, strain their lungs and nearly 
dislocate their limbs in attempting to 
reach a soul-thrilling climax in the 
tent scene and on the battle-fleld. 
But I have seen for the first time 


a Villain of the blood royal, a princely tellow, 
with the smooth tongue for which he com- 
mends himself, and with a heartless and con- 
scienceless nature, un over-riding ambition 
and a capacity for conception and execution 
equal to every occasion. Where others bring 
into requisition every point where noise and 
vigor can gain a hand, Mr. Booth is content to 
develop the character without regard to arti- 
ficial effect. 

Where others make a sword combat the 
climax of dramatic strength Mr. Booth sub- 
ordinates it as the end of a career which pos- 
sesses the greater demands on the actor. 

The more one studies the character ofthe 
dissembler, of the royal scoundrel who 
murders, intrigues, deceives, prides himself 
on bis power to do all these things, and on 
the persuasive eloquence of his tongue to 
overeome the unpleasant deformities of his 
person, the more will the beauty and artistic 
perfection of Mr. Booth’s Richard be re- 
vealed. 

With some disappointment at first at the 
artist’s failure to score declamatory effects 
where such effects are usual and are expected 
the intelligence of his reading, the incisive 
force of his acting, the eloquence of his 
meaning gestures and superb facial expres- 
sion; ina word the inteliectual strength as 
opposed tothe acrobatic and vocal vigor of 
the work, will impress itself irresistibly on 
the mind.

Cruelty, craft, hypocrisy, smiling villainy, 
seemed pictured in every lineament, whis- 
pered with every word, hinted in every 
gesture. He was the incarnation of intellectual 
deviltry. Mr. Booth accomplishes with a 
facial expression, an intonation ora gesture, 
what the majority of tragedians fail to gain by 
an expenditure of twice the strength of voice 
and body. 

Whether from design, inability or desire not 
to exert himself, Mr. Booth gained little effect 
inthe sword combat. It was a hippodrome 
from beginning to end. But his Richard can 
stand examination without it.

New YORK, October 22.—When the Central 
Labor Union, on August 26, notified Henry 
George of the intention of its members to put 
him in nomination asthe labor candidate for 
Mayor, he stipulated, asthe one condition of 
his acceptance, that 30, 000 qualified voters 
must pledge themseives in writing to support 
his candidacy. On the 23d of September when 
the County convention ofthe labor people as- 
sembled in Clarendon Hall 20,000 names were 
signed in support of Mr. George. Accepting 
the assurance that the remainder 
of the 380,000 would be obtained before 
October1, Mr. George, considering the con- 
dition be had made complied with, formally 
accepted. The labor leaders were as good as 
their word, and the enroliment of names con- 
tinued until 34,000 names were secured. Here 
this work was stopped and the committee 
having charge of it has since refused to make 
public the names upon it, for the reason that 
many of the siguers being employes, their 
written 4 — might in some case damage 
them with those for whom they work.

ANXIOUS TO SEE IT. 


THOUSANDS QF PEOPLE VIEW THE STATUE 
OF LIBERTY. 


Steamers Compelled to Make Double Trips to 
Liberty Island forthe Accommodation of 
Visitors—Arranging the Battery for Ser- 
vice—The Electrie Light—Souvenirs of the 
Great Statue—The Fireworks Display. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH® 

NEW Tonk, October 22.—The bright sun and 
warm breeze attracted several thousands of 
visitors to Liberty Island to see the Bartholdi 
statue. The little steamer Judd Field broke 
down early inthe day, and the Florence was 
compelled to make double trips to accommo- 
date the throngs. Duringthe afternoon sev- 
eralexcursion boats steamed up to the pier, 
but were refused permission to land. Notices 
have been posted along the shores forbidding 
a mall boats to land atthe sea wall. The regu- 
lar workmen on the statue were employed 
yesterday placing the bronze plates that have 
heretofore been held in place temporarily. 
The staging in the top of the head is finished, 
and will be used by visitors for a view of the 
harbor through the apertures in the coronet. 
The work on the iron staircase in the interior 
of the pedestal is being prosecuted and will be 
completed to-morrow. The battery of six 
guns has been painted und a detail of soldiers 
from Governor’s Island under command of 
Col. Hamilton, Maj. Miller and Lieut. Adams 
fired a number of rounds yesterday to test the 
guns. They will be used after the ceremonies 
of unveiling to join in the salute. A force of 
men from the light- house station have put in 
place most of the lenses in the apertures in 
the torch. The electric plant is being moved 
into one of the vast vaults in the parapets on 
the west side of the pedestal. The boilers, 
engines and tallsmoke-pipe have been set up 
in the moat inside the outer wall. The tank 
for the supply of the boilers will be filled by 
water boats. The American committeemen 
have received so many requests from visitors 
for souvenirs of the great statue that author- 
ity has been given to T. P. Barrett of No. 28 
Ann street to 8 a quantity of medals for 
sale on the boats. The medals are of a com- 
position resembling silver, bearing a bas- 
relief head of M. Bartholdi on one side and a 
raised representation of the statue on the 
other. The medallion is hung upon a ribbon 
with the American colors attached to a silver 
pin. The American committee hold the copy- 
right on all photographs and pictures of the 
statue, and will soon placeon sale several 
sizes of photographs of the completed statue 
and views of the island. 

A PREMATURE REPORT. 

The report that the Beard of Aldermen had 
decided to have a display of fireworks on the 
Battery on the evening of October 28 is pre- 
mature. The ground has already been gone 
over by Mr. Pain’s agent, aud it was deter- 
mined to have no technics on the Bat- 
tery, as it would interfere with the effect of 
the displays on Liberty and Governor’s 
Islands. The sum of money appropriated b 
the Aldermen for the fireworks will be insuf- 
ficient to give adisplay in keeping with the 
Krand pyrotechnic programme of Mr. Pain. A 
committee from the Aldermen will meeta rep- 
resentative of Mr. Pain and of the WorLD, to 
determine on the matter. The $2,500 appro- 
priated by the city will de made to cover all 
expenses of the city governmentand for their 
participation in the ceremonies of Bartholdi 
day, and will leave but little for fireworks.
